The noted stage and screen star. 
Francis Lederer. stated in an inter- 
view yesterday that "college 
theatricals provide a wonderful op- 
portunity for young people Inter- 
ested in the theatre. In fact, any 
means that enables them to acquire 
experience will be of value to 
them." He believes fully in a 
government-subsidized theatre, and 
that more emphasis should be 
placed on the theatre as an im- 
portant cultural institution. 
Expresses Opinion of Plays. 

This .'crct'ii personality is at pre- 
sent appearing in the play "Autumn 
Crocus" here in Montreal. In his 
estimation the main attraction of 
the play is its atmosphere, which 
portrays a sweet, idyllic love cut 
off from the world. When a.skcd 
whether plays should be an expres- 
sion of their time or remote from 
social conditions. Mr Lederer said 
that "they should mcicly express 
what is in the author's heart and 
mind. A man should write ol what 
he feels. If he is deeply concerned 
v.ah v. orid affairs. Incy should be 
exemplified in his writings; but at 
all times the author must be true 
to his nature." 

When asked his opinion of audi- 
ences in different cities, Mr. Led- 
erer stated that "basically they are 
everywhere the same. Some audi- 
ences react more keenly than 
others, but a play that deals with 
ilic emotions, such as 'Autumn 
Crocus' does, appeals to the same 
fundamental feelings in all peoples. 
The actor must be like an animal- 
trainer," he continued, "he has to 
do things to hold the audience's 
attention " 

IntcrcaUng Profesaions, 

"Two of the most interesting pro- 
fessions are mcdicjiic and news- 
paper work,' Mr. Lederer opined, 
"they keep one conslaiilly in touch 
with human nature. Some of my 
best friends throughout the city arc 
nc'.vspa pcrir.cn." 

Francis Lederer started in the 
theatre as extra in his native 
C/.ccho-slovukia llien followed a 
series of djico. trie- .md he laiiic 
to Amenta in J 1)34, and was j<iveii 
Ihc lead in "Autumn Crocus." 
I^oUywood came later in hii career. 



Sir Wilfred Grenfell, who for 
nearly half a century brought spir- 
itual and medical comfort to the 
Eskimo. Indian and fisher folk of 
Labrador died yesterday at his 
home in Charlotte VI. from a heart 
ailment. He was 75. 

Dr. Grenfell was well-known in 
McGill circles for it was only in 
1928 that he was Riven McGill Uni- 
versity the degree of doctor of 
law.*. It ua.-i presented by Dr. 
Adams former dean of seicnce. In 
1939 he came here to see his daugh- 
; tcr receive the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts. ^ 

The story of Sir Wilfred is one 
of heroic courage and patience in 
the face of hardihip.s and lack of 
funds. 

When he first came to his station 
which covered 200 miles of the 
Labrador and Newfoundland coasts 
he found c.Ntreme poverty and a 
low scale of social values. Al fir.st 
only one ho.'^piial served the areas. 
Under his guidance numerou.s hos- 
pitals, orphanages, schools and other 
relief activities came into being. 

Sir Wilfreds own words bear tes- 
timony to his rare character. In an 
interview in 19,18 he said. 

"I'm from England you know and 
in my youth 1 couldn't see much 
tiic in slicking around Harlcy 
j street. Of course 1 might have 
made a lot of money like . others 
but that wasn't what I wanted. I 
wanted to do something to help 
others.

The training program at presciii 
in effect here includes the major- 
ity of male students at the Uni- 
versity and all women students 
even those who arc non-British. It 
is felt by the authorities that the 
women's training program Is not 
R military one. bul rather training 
in useful piir.Miils to which no one 
may rightfully object and so it has 
been made obligatory for all wo- 
men students. While it is not 
feasible to make the men's train- 
ing program obligatory, there is no 
restriction against making women 
who are subjects of another coun- 
try, take training. 

In other universities the women's 
program has not been made com- 
pulsory, but here It was felt that 
it would be nnicli more fair all 
round if every woman student .va.s 
engaged in some form uf iriiinmg 
The .men student;, with very lew 
exceptions arc all actively engaged 
in military training at present. 
Thus for the first lime hi maiiv 
years all iroups at McGill are en- 
gaged in similar activities ana 
working to a common end. 

The decision of the Theological

The forms of poetry were established. They 
were settled forever. They were included as 
a museum juror in <'\oi,\ faoulty .\i|p, 
glx-en s place on the slirlf niaikod — "Reserved 
for Et<'vnil> " 

These foi-nis of poetry— dacljis, spondees, 
rhymes, rhythms, verses, sonnets, couplet5, 
blank wrse— were all machinery, considered 
as elemental in the noble substance of poetry. 
So. if word.5 wcir struns toRother into one of 
these forms, men called U verso. Four iam- 
bics equals eight syllables, equals one line; 
four linos equal one verse; one verse equals 
two rhymes; four verses plus eight rhymes 
plus sixl}--four iambics equals one iierfect 
poem. Whether you called it verj<> or poetry 
you had done il by mechanical contrivance. 

Along came an anarch and asked: "Why 
all this rigmarole of forms? Why . docs the 
shape of print on a page haxtc to be the tin 
medal by which you know it is verse and 
poetry? Why was poetry ever allowed to get 
into the nit of forms and metres. Perha|V! 
this is all chance, mnemonic contrivance, "art" 
in the craftsman's sense of the word, having 
nothing to do with the real business at hand." 
This anarchist laughed down the whole 
cabalistic sing-song, and started sounding a 
new "barbaric yawp over the roofs of tlip 
world,"— a yawp to make your skin creep,,. 
That anarchist was Walt Whitman. And you 
are unaware that the roofs have come down 
over your head, and the little mansions of 
poesy arc all fiiii.vhrd gone \\y m smoke. 

Walt was a yav^'jior. He was thoirforc a 
real breaker-downer, a seomer of all twid- 
dling thumbs, formulas, words, styles, and 
models in art— going down to the meanings 
s".l aroiir.d. c\Tn meaninps thai can never bo 
HH-.à m arî. What, m the light of .such a man. 
IS rhyme and jinglmg metre? What is any 
expression? Henceforward it is the big 
everyday thing that counts, seeking to be said 
no matter how. This change that came with 
Walt cannot now be e.«timated. The future 
walls for U. 

, Not that Walt icall liim Walt; he is for you 
and for me) ever had much to say about jing- 
ling metres and rhymes, or his own way of 
writing «.«aying his say was plenty for him), 
biit i> .;h his large mouth he laughed do«-n 
all forms foicvcr, .«ounding his yawp. Doing 
\vitho„; '..^f forms, he showed off the silliness 
of the forms, .^nd perhaps it is just because 
he took to the business of saying something, 
coming dowTi to earth, giving passwords 
primeval, that he had to laugh down the old 
forms. 

This makes Walt a poet of today, not a 
musty immortal out of a dead past. His word 
is for the modem. His word to the modem 
poets IS this: The old forms have got to be 
brushed aside before a poet can breathe free 
air and see a little of what is going on about 
him. If the modem is a man at all, and sees 
only a little of the general mess, also the im- 
mediate great day,— by gad, he's going to start 
yawping. Thai the only way that an artist 
can talk nowadays. 

The condjijo.n of things in this industrial 
political-business-world is calling lor 'great 
emotions. Walt had them. He had not only 
enthusiasms and great shouts of welcome and 
yells to the States.— but also hidden a.-.ger. 
hatred, fury, absorbing the hell which !ie held 
silent within him deliberately. The modern 
world calls for these things. The seed of 
everj-lhing that faces the people of the world 
today— ranging from man the magnificent to 
all the ]-^^\;\:] .r, grc'cd iricar.nste- was pres- 
ent in Wtl; F aay and he taw jt better than 
any mar, I.^n.g. So wonder he was a yaw- 
per. No wonder that this is the only voice of 
America— Just ^ as good for today as it was in 
the seed time. 

But Welt has no monopoly on a "form" of 
poetry of hii o«x Whatever form there is in 
him is just as unessential and to be laughed 
down as all the other traditional rhymes and 
rhythms. Anybody who tries to analyse 
Walt's form will find that the problem is not 
6 form but a man— you a.id me— at big as a 
u.niversc— which cannot be reached by petty 
conniving reason. 

But although he has no monopoly, still the 
idea of his yawp is essential to the poet« and 
writers of todby. Wali Whitman was a 
breakaway wh.cli no wiiitr who is in the 
least alive can help but absorb. Tljîif.îi'^ije 
complete break with form— the mathematics 
of the versifier. It is a comeback to earth, a 
facing towards the great poems grinding out 
every hour of the day, an eye-opener to the 
simplest and Uic grandetl. Such meanings do 
not fit into forms; they are second to no tech- 
nique, 

Tne poeU before Walt did only a part of 
the job, in what you call the RomanUc Re- 
vival. Il ought Uj be called the Beginning of 
the Landslide. Walt Whitman's yawp was 
the real Landslide. Since Walt Whitman the 
substance of poetry must be real— for every 
man— and the form must grow consistent with 
the same idea. The old lri»dition;iI vortc re- 
mains as a harmless divernon, a school sub- 
ject, an exhibit in the college museum of 
Arts, 

Those who do not follow his cue arc fos- 
sils. They subject themselves, to mathemat- 
ics, and make jig-saws out of somebody's 
logical formuli for vt-rtc. But there it no 
formula that will satisfy this world, nor the 
fury it arouses. Forms have to be passed by 
for what really counts. It is men like Walt 
who give the cue. 

In that case, you may a^k, why isii'l Walt 
foUov/ed 8 lililc more? Did the otheis re- 
fu.sf to assume what he assumed, the great 
telf-celebralor? Partly that is the reason. 
There are too many numb intellects occupy- 
ing space, and they shove away new lion/.onk 
But the real reason wliy Wall Whitman to 
long failed to jock the unwieldy hulk of arch- 
aic art is this: His barbaric yawping was not 
only a new voice (American but also a new 
man, of big dimensions, individuality like 
Tione oUicA The two tute in hiM great 4eçla- 



m.Ttionj Nnbody would daio In inillalp the 
man And it in not ea«y l.i srr Itial this yawp 
—the break with a litcrnry past— is some- 
thing separate from the man, something thai 
can be used, muil be used,- if this industrial- 
political-buslness-world of today is to have 
worthy \ciiccs. For lhi>! Ilir baihaiic ynwp 
offers an Idea about art that iiuisl in the end 
replace .nil others. II sounds his call for 
torch-bcnrers and singers of the future who 
arc to Justify Wall, even it they ignore him. 
It is already getting them. Look at Carl 
Sandburg, Edgar Lee Masters,- even those 
dim rchors from the old world, woiild-br 
ImiiRists like D, H. Lawrence ami Richaid 
Aldington, The.>ie arc piccolos In a great or- 
chestra. And the idea is that something la to 
be carried across, which is facing iicopic all 
around, and it does not make a hang of a 
difference how it is carried across. 

Out of the modern world such as II is— 
sidewalks, streets, roofs,— out of llic mad clat- 
ter of machines, out of hard heads and ng- 
grandizoment, out of world wars and llirnrie.'î 
about nations and societies, nul nf the dally 
grind must nmv conir Ails wliicli will exiTclly 
correspond to such a world. The people of 
today need Arts that will be a bath to them— 
bath salts and smelling salts iiicUidcd— and 
nothing less will do. New Arls inii.il talk 
straight to them, about what mnllrrs In them, 
giving them now lights in a way that mailers. 
This, in the last account. Is the same as Walt 
Whitman's yawping. And it is barbaric yawp- 
ing because il says exactly, naturally, prlml- 
ti\-cly, what cannot help being said In the 
end,— because It Is being lived all llic time,

Butler's Speech- 
Harvard Reaction

Harvard recorded its unnnimotis 
disapproval of President Nicholas 
Murray Butler's ourlailmenl of 
freedom of speech at Columbia yes- 
terday when American Defense, 
Harvard Ctioiip, jitiiied with the 
Teachers' Union, Ihe Student Union, 
and the American Defense League 
in condemning the nclion, 

Recognizing "no possible emerg- 
ency so great as to justify a uni- 
versity or college In enforcing uni* 
forinity of fiicully opinion in 
miitteis of nalloiial policy," the 
Faculty nefpiisc Group look the 
lead ill the attack in a five-point 
statement of their position in re- 
gard 111 academic freedom. 
Attack "Fascist" Philnsophy. 

The Teachers' Union heads, 
Francis O, Mntthiossen, nssocinlc 
professor of History and Liter.-i- 
tuie, and KIrtley F. Mather, pro- 
fessor of Geology, were no less 
stroiiK 111 lh<'ir iillnck nf ;in ".itli- 
liirie ol rr.Ind more in harmony with 
the fascist philosophy of social 
nrgnnizatlon than with the demo- 
cratic." 

Likewise unity of iront was 
.ichlcved between the two leading 
undcrgrnduntc group,'! and the Stu- 
dent Union American Defense 
League, 

Bulirr Repeats '17 Action, 

The ,<itand nf President Butler in 
asking "llio.se whose convictions 
arc of such a character as to bring 
their conduct in open conflict with 
the University's freedom to with- 
draw of theif own accord," was 
KCMcrally interpreted ns a repeti- 
tion of his action in 1D17 when two 
professors were dismissed for their 
views. 

Professor Mather saw the real 
issue presented by Or. Butler's 
statement as "the old problem of 

who il is that determines what 
"social learning" and moral teach- 
ing" are. If the faculty is to par- 
take in the important matter of 
determining these things, differ- 
ences of opinion may arise. He 
expressed the hope that President 
Butler's example would not be fol- 
lowed by the President of other 
universities "dedicated to the free 
pursuit of knowledge," 

In its pronouncement on the 
address, the American Student De- 
fense League said. "The LitUe 
N.npolcon of Columbia ' has delined 
the duty of a scholar to direct 
public opinion in the paths of 
reason, by inference making him- 
self the scholar of scholars. We 
admire his iiilcUccliial self-confi- 
dence, bill deplore his uii-American 
intolerance." 

Referring lo Dr. BuUcr's pro- 
nouncement as "astonishing" and a 
'.'frontal attack on the liberties of 
students and scholars In a free 
country," the HSU held this "thor- 
ough perversion of the phrase 
'academic freedom'" to be "one 
more plear indication that many of 
our senior partners in the academic 
world have, through their .subservi- 
ence lo the war drive, abdicated 
their position of leadership in Am- 
erica." 

The statement of American De- 
fense, Harvard Group, in response 
lo President Butler's statement at 

ColumlilH, follows: 

"I. We support strong measures 
of iiutioiial defense, iiicUniiiig aid 
lo olher defenders of democracy. 
In order to protect fundamental 
American values, among the.-,e 
freedom of speech and opinion. 

"2. We regard it as the particular 
ohllKaiion of universities and col- 
U'nnii In milintain these values in 
their own practice. 

"a. We recognize no possible 
emergency so groat as to justify 
a university or college in ontorcmg 
uniformity nf faculty opinion in 
matlors of iialinnal policy, 

"4. We bolicvQ that the 
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of academic freedom applies to 
siMtlenIs as well ns lo the faculty, 
and that universities and colleges 
should maintain that principle in 
dealing with their student bodies. 

"5. As an unofficial organization 
in the Harvard University com- 
munity, we stand for complete 
frtedoiii of sp'^ecli nnrl opinion, so 
far as regard.s academic control, 
for teachers and students who dis- 
agree witli the position taken by 
this group."

the sheer gall and utter calous- 
ness of their sporting reporters 
of those da>"s, as they were 
caMed. In order to mskr .vi:; r 
the rescr:- road liicr. .«toiy ::■ 
er.ti.-fiy. ;hcv re-^erved thr 
final score for the final hnr . 
and usuallj- hid all line-ups in 
a subtle paragraph form. Sel- 
dom, if ever were anj- scores 
mentioned in the headlines. 

J^; \(a« thp case ;n ;hp pref- 
er.: conflict. Intercollegiate ath- 
letics were carried on i:t the 
usual manner during the first 
year of the Great War. McGill 
won the Basketball, Boxing and 
Wrestling. Swimming, Water 
Polo. Tennis a.-id Rifle Cham- 
pionships and lost Harrier. 
Hockey. Rugby, and Soccer. 

The next years saw the ces- 
sation of all Intercollegiate 
sports, Md featured interclass 
competition. Each year had its 
own rugby, hockey. End basket- 
ball tcaros. Thif .system of 
course had itf .-.ic.-er.t diffi- 
culties. The Sophomores usually 
beat the Freshmen; the juniors 
usually beat the Sophomores;

has read this far — we humbly 
suggest that he stop and rest 
for a while.

Vcslcrday no lew than nine Platoons had their first taste of Physical 
Training under Ihe riiipclinn of Hay Flnlay, Van Wagner and Em Orlick, 
a.» Ihrpp miMP roin|iiniie.>i swung into action. The exercises were held 
in the open under poi leel weather conditions and the boys really seemed 
to enjoy the expérience. 

Instructors and Officers alike were high In their praise of the 
efficient manner In which students responded to commands and per- 
formed the various movements. One instructor was overheard to remark 
that Ihe MeGiU Student.^ learned In one lesson what Ihe average rccniil 
look Ihrpp lo four lessons to accomplish. (Good work, boys! We lakr

Trainees of the McGill Reserve Ballalion will be inleicsled to know 
that the P.T. Instructors have drawn up a wide and varied program of 
activities destined to be both enjoyable and beneficial to all. There are 
to be three distinct phases of Physical Training. (1) Formal Exercises; 
These are the required calislhenic movements which arc laid down in 
the Military Manuals. They arc arranged Iri comprehensive Tables which 
are progre.'yiivply more difficult, and iiickidp a variety of movcmcnti 
affpcting all parts of the body. These must be done with precision and 
absolute uniformity requiring the beal in alertness and co-ordlnalion. 
The chief aims behind this particular phase of work are good posture, 
smartness, discipline, efficiency, and general fitness. 

(2) Agility Exercises: These will include mass gymnastic work and 
obstacletraining. Such things as tumbling, box horse vaulting, side horse 
work, parallel bar movemenLs, horir.ontal ba'r exercises, rope climbing, 
wall surmounting etc., will be incl'udcd in this phase. The chief objcci 
of this work will be lo develop strength and agility, courage and endur- 
ance and generally prepare a student to be able to meet any of the 
emergencies which he may have to face on the field of action. 

(3) Recreative Activities: These as their name implies will be of a 
more informal nature with the chief aim being Just honcst-to-goodness 
enjoyment. Naturally there will be many beneficial effects resulting 
therefrom but the prime object will be the teaching of game skills and 
the practice of them. This pha.>ic will include Group Games, Track and 
Field Work. Mass Boxing Instruction, Team Games, Individual Game 
Skills, and other similar activities. It is hoped that in this period students 
will learn to play and enjoy many of the games and activities which 
they do not now participate In. 

The general scheme is to have each Platoon rotate from activit, 
to activity. Thus Platoon No. 1 will take Formal Exercises in the first 
P.T. period. Agiiity Exerci.«e.^ in its second P.T. period and then Recréa 
live Activities in its third P.T. period. Having completed this cyck- 
Platoon No. 1 will then go back to the Formal Exercises and through the 
cycle again but this time taking a more advanced lesson in all phases 
of activity. In this way every individual member of every Platoon in 
the whole Battalion will receive the full benefit of an all-round and 
interesting program

Appreciation of Music 

The Conservatorium of Music 
offers two courses in the Apprecia- 
tion of Music to be given by Dr. 
Arthur Egerton beginning Octo- 
ber 9. 

The first course, given on Wed- 
nesday eventegs at 3.30, is a 
foundational course in music hsten- 
ing and analysis in which the in- 
struction is adapted to the require- 
ments of the adult amateur rather 
than of the trained musician.
